If it .is necessary to walk on [the 
highway, always walk .toward traf- 
fic on the let t' side of the road, and 
step off the pavement 3 or 4 feet 
when a car approaches. Also, walk 
in single file if there is more than 
one , person 'walking. 

Traffic from both .directions must 
stop, when a school bus stops on the 
highway. While waiting for, a bus, 
children must stay off the road, and, 
as the bus approaches, should line 
up in an orderly fashion to get in. 
It would be very easy for an acci- 
dent to occur if there < was pushing 
and shoving in the line. Behavior 
in the busis also ;very important— ; 
the bus driver has enough to do just 
driving the bus safely — without 
acting as disciplinarian for a few 
children who insist , .on raising- a 
commotion. - 

Bicycles must follow the rules; of 
the road — they must-ride with traf- 
fic /and get off the road when a 
motorist blows his, horn. They must 
always stop "at "stop'! signs and 
children should walk their... bikes 
across the road. Bikes on the high- 
way are a terrific hazard and should 
not be used there unless- absolutely 
necessary.

If there is any 'pnrtU eeHftsj in'' the meat business, 
it will naturally show up in the form of big profits. 
Time magazine looked into that a short time ago. It 
found that cattle feeders are lucky if they make a 
profit of 10 per cent and that many packers are earn- 
ing much less than one cent of profit on each dollar 
of sales. The retailer's markup is around 16 per 
cent, of which a large part Is absorbed by his over- 
head costs. 

The Jacksonville Journal summed up the matter 
accurately when, in the course of a lengthy editorial 
on meat prices and their causes, it said, "There is no 
scapegoat available in the meat situation." 

* * * 

$30,000,000,000 Worth of Socialism 

. There is one way to make a really heavy cut in the 
cost of government without, touching spending for na- 
tional defense or any other necessary purpose. That 
is to turn thumbs-down on all proposals for putting 
the government further into commercial business — 
and to start getting government out of the businesses 
it is now in. All in all, according to a survey made 
by the Council of State Chambers of Commerce, the 
taxpayers' investment in government business enter- 
prises totals more than $30,000,000,000, an amount 
equal to the net worth of the 29 largest private Amer- 
ican companies! 

Moreover, despite praiseworthy recent efforts to 
halt the socialistic trend, government is becoming a 
bigger operator of business all the time. The case of 
electric power is notable. According to the Council, 
in that field alone ". . . . at least $5,300,000,000 will be 
needed to complete projects already started as of last 
June 30 . . . Numerous additional projects which 
-would cost tens of billions of dollars, but for which no 
funds have been provided, have already been author- 
ized by Congress or .planned by Federal agencies." 

Socialism dies hard — as witness the fight to have 
government undertake new power developments on 



constantly improved quality by a highly competitive 
oil industry at a minimum price. 
.'- Governmental authorities,' quick to spot new I 
sources of tax revenue, began levying taxes on 'gaso- 
line many years ago, primarily for road building pur- * 
poses. Here, as elsewhere, the power to tax has been j 
abused. Gasoline taxes have become excessive and 
have becn diverted from road building to general 
government purposes. * 

The- best cure for this abuse lies In amendments to 
state constitutions which make it mandatory that the 
funds be used for 1 roads exclusively. Twenty-four 
states now have ratified constitutional amendments 
of this nature and other states have them under con- 
sideration. These amendments help to preserve the 
maximum benefits of the free market and the com- 
petitive system, neither of which could exist without 
our American society based upon freedom— and 
which abuse of the taxing power can destroy as surely 
as the sun rises and sets. 

* * * 

American Shipping Saved England 

You may never have seen a shipyard. You .may 
live a thousand miles from the nearest one. But you 
have a personal Interest in shipbuilding and In- the 
American Merchant Marine. 

Does this seem an exaggeration? Then listen to 
something said by Senator Butler of Maryland, who 
recently made a survey of shipbuilding in Europe. 
He was fold by high authorities abroad' that England 
would have collapsed in World War II had it not been 
for the capacity of American shipyards. And, grim as 
the world picture may be today, it would be infinite- 
ly more grim had that happened. 

President Eisenhower, whose knowledge of mili- 
tary and defense matters is certainly second to none, 
has described the merchant marine as our Fourth Ann 
of Defense, which puts it in the same category as the 
Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Senator Butler also said that he favors govern- 
ment financial assistance to the American shipbuild- 
ing industry, but dislikes the term "subsidy" in this 
cose. The reason for that assistance is basic — the cost 
of building ships in this country, as well as the cost 
of operating them under the American flag, is far 
greater than in the other maritime nations.

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Help Your Child Face Surgery Suggest* the 

Illinois State Medical Society Committee 



Let us suppose your child has 
been carefully examined and It has' 
been found that an operation is 
necesary. Have you given thought 
" to the need for preparing him psy- 
chologically for the ordeal? Some 
parents forget and while the oper- 
ation is a success from the physical 
standpoint, ■inadequate preparation 
of the youngster may Jesuit in some 
emotional distress,' the Educational 
Committee of the Illinois State Med- 
ical Society observes in HEALTH 
TALK. 

These psychological scars of a 
greater or lesser degree may remain 
for a varying length .of time. They 
may be indicated by various sorts 
of disturbances, fears or anxieties, 
which may last for weeks, months 
of even throughout childhood into 
adult life. 

, It is natural for all of us to be 
anxious about an operation, but we. 
adults have many reassurances — 
confidence in the surgeon, familiar- 
ity with technical skills and safe- 
guards, and acquaintance with 
many persons who have undergone 
similar procedures. 

Child Has Little Assurance 

A young child has little reassur- 
ance. An operation presents a great 
threat to him, He doesn't have the 
knowledge or the resources -of the 
adult. He dreads the operation as 
a new and painful experience done 
in a strange place by strange peo- 
ple with mysterious instruments. 
He has secret fears which may re- 
sult in a lasting fear of doctors, 
dentists, nurses, darkness, strangers 
or unfamiliar places. That is why 
it is important for parents, and 
physicians as well, to recognize the 
possibility that these psychological 
reactions moy occur and do every- 
thing to avoid them by properly 
preparing the child for the proce- 
dure. 

How to accomplish this? First, 
the understanding parent gives con- 
sideration to the thoughts of a child 
facing an operation. All children 
have fears, real and imaginary. 



When they face n supposed danger, 
they need the aid ond encourage- 
ment of their parents, who arc their 
main source of security. So start 
by dealing with, your child kindly, 
fairly and honestly. Tell him he is 
going to have an operation, There 
may be any one of several reactions: 
he may appear unconcerned; he 
maybe violently opposed to it and 
show it by pulling a temper tan- 
trum. And he may be agreeable, 
even enthusiastic. 

■ Explain Matters to Child 
Thus, whatever the* attitude, the 
wiso parent knows there are many 
fears and doubts ', to be relieved. 
This can be accomplished by offer- 
ing the child simple explanations, 
not once, but several times, to help 
htm understand and be reassured. 
Knowing what sort of an experience 
he is going to face — even one In. 
whlch'there is some pain— makes it 
more easily acceptable to him 'than 
having the situation thrust on him. 
by surprise. And then the very act 
or taking your child into your con- 
fidence, treating him with respect 
and consideration, usually brings 
out his more cooperative instinct. 
His questions of who, what, when 
and why should be answered sim- 
ply and honestly. A deceived child 
■ will react more violently than the 
prepared child to the unavoidable 
[amount of pain after an operation, 
I because he feels that the people he 
I most trusted and upon whom he 
depended have failed him. On the 
other hand a prepared child usually 
lakes it in his stride and goes on 
to meet other experiences with 
added stability and maturity. 
Don't Show Your Worries 
Don't alarm the child by your 
own worries, fears or doubts; don't 
air your concern in his hearing. Do 
be honest with your child. Remem- 
ber that a chfld who has been guid- 
ed successfully through an opera- 
tion by good medical and psycho- 
I logic preparation will gain an ex- 
perience that will be of great value 
to him throughout his life.

The minimum ago at which a per- 
son may hold a- driver Hcenae In 
Illinois lias been Increased from 15 
years to 16 years by the new drivers 
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license law. (Section 14, 1, Drivers 
License Act.) 

An exception to that requirement 
ta for 14- and 15-year-olda who or© 
enrolled in high school driver edu- 
cation programs, and they may re- 
ceive only restricted Instruction 
permits. (Section 16, b, Drivers 
Ueenao Act.) In addition, those 
younK people may operate motor 
vehicles only when the adult in- 
structor 1b seated beside them la 
the car. 

Young people betwoon 16 and 18 
years old njny obtain drivers li- 
censes or Instruction permits only 
with the written consent or the 
father, if he Is available and has 
custody, otherwise the mother or 
guardian. At any time before tho 
bolder of such a license or permit 
becomes 18 years old, the parent or 
guardian can end the driving privi- 
leges simply by making a written 
request of tho Secretory of State 
that the license or permit be can- 
celled. Tho law requires the Secre- 
tary of State to comply with the 
request. (Sectioa 19, Drivers LU 
CtDBA Act)
